Ice Monster in Steam- 
ship Track.

NEW YORK, July 11—The North 
German Lloyd steamship Kron Prinz 
Wilhelm, from. Bremen, Southampton 
and Cherbourg, had a thrilling’ ex- 
perience at 12:20 Tuesday morning. It 
ran into an iceberg in the steamship 
line off the Banks. The night was 
but intensely dark, and Capt. 
who was on the bridge .and 


fogless, 
Richter, 
the lookout on the crow’'s nest at first 
mistook the berg—ft was 
than fifty feet tall—for an isolated fog 
bank. 

Tho vapor, from the itce had enveloped 
the berg. The ship was within 500 feet 
of it when the skipper saw that what 
appeared to be a mist cloud was really 
ice, and that as it was dead ahead the 


chances of missing it, even by swift 
manipulation of propellers and steering 
gear, were small. 

For a moment the _ skipper’s heart 
was in his throat,.as he did not know 
how solid a-echunk of: ice he was head- 
ing for. He did Know that the biggest 
part of it was under water,. which did 
not comfort him. He. did. not have 
time to steer c’ear of it, even if he had 
used ‘his propellers, one going ahead 
and the other going astern, at full 
speed, to make a rapid turn, as the old 
Tormannia did’ onée when she came 
across,a.giant ice specter, and dented 
her starboard’ quarter ‘by swinging 
against. the:side of the ice mass. 

Capt. Richter signaled to the engine 
room for fu'l speed astern on both en- 
gines and then put-his helm hard over 
in the dim-hope that he might scrape 
alongside the .berg.* He. was rather 
astonished to find the bow of the ship 
lifted many feet in the air after jam- 
ming into’the berg ‘with a force that 
awoke most of, the, passengers and 
knocked . some of them from their 
berths. After a few seconds. in the air 
the bow came down and went straight 
through the berg. 

The ice was soft and the speed of 
the ship’ had not peen materially re- 
duced.’ About twenty tons of ice tum- 
bled with. a roar ana crash on the 
main deck forward and a large ‘quan- 
tity dropped through the’ forecastle 
ports, awakening the . crew, . whose 
watch was_below and driving them up 
to the deck. 

The skipper aid not know, how much 
he might be damaged below the water 
line and the moment he felt the shock 
of the collision he yanked a_ lever. 
Instantly the 20 bulkhead. safety ‘doors 
in the depths of the ship began to close 
under hydraulic pressure. All the doors 
were closed in 30 seconds. By this time 
the Kron-Prinz had the divided berg 
well astern. 

‘he skipper felt pretty thankful that 
it was a rotting berg, well bored 
through by. the warm Gulf Stream cur- 
rent. If it had been a solid piece of ice 
the Kronz-Prinz would have had some- 
thing more berides paint scraped off her 
starboard bow ard a few of her plates 
would not have merely dented. 

The closing of the bulkhead doors 
made every compartment of the ship 
independent of every other one,’and if 
there had been a bad leak the water 
would have run into only one compart-

Then the 
bulkhead doors were opened again and 
the liner went on. 

Capt. Richter said it was impossible 
to see the berg until he was so close 
abecerd a collision was inevitable, 
it threw out clouds 


of 500 feet.. It was of pyramidal shape. 
The skipper thinks he cut off about a 
third of it. 

The bow of the Kron-Prinz acted tike 
« large icepick. The first. jab broke 
the berg and it was an easy matter to 
run the cleavage through. The Cap- 
tain says it was the first time in his 
experience he had use for the bulkhead 
safety doors except for drill and test- 
ing purposes. The Kron-Prinz was the 
first of the North German Lloyd fleet 
to be equipped ‘with the doors.

BOISE, July 11.—Charles H. Moyer was 


called to the stand in the Haywood 


case when court met this morning. Be- 
fore the cross-examination of Moyer 
was begun, Mr. Darrow of the defense 
offered in evidence a letter written by 
John Murphy of Denver, general coun- 
sel of the federation, to the local union 
at Silver City, Idaho, at the time-the 
matter of. securing counsel for Harry 
Orchard was_under consideration. The 
‘State objected and was sustained. 

Mr. Darrow then read several extracts 
from the constitution of the Western 
Federation of-Miners,. which was admit- 
ted in evidence yesterday. 

Taking up his .cross-examination of 
the witness, Senator Borah first in- 
quired as to where the real power of 
the organization, between conventions} 
Moyer said it rested in the 
executive board, the president and the 
secretary-treasurer. He has been ac- 
tive or ex-officio member of the ex- 
ecutive of the board since. 1899. 

At the recent convention of the fed- 
eration in Denver Moyer said Jack 
Simpkins, the alleged accomplice of 
Harry Orchard, who has never been 
apprehended, was continued in office 
as a member of the executive board 
for Idaho, an alternate being appointed 
to take up his duties. 

Moyer was very deliberate in his re- 
plies again today, evidently . weighing 
his answers carefully over in his mind 
before making them. He said.he was 
living at Deadwood, 8. D.,. during the 
Coeur d’Alene troubles of 1899, but be- 
came acquainted with many members 
from that district at the Salt Lake con- 
vention of: that year. He also learned 
of Gov. Steunenberg’s part in the strike. 

Jack Simpkins was one of the men 
Moyer met at the convention. He heard 
Simpkins tell of the indignities he suf- 
fered in the Idaho “‘bull pen” and knew 
what. his feelings were. 

Union’ Protects Its Members. 

Senator Borah questioned the witness 
closely as to the extent of the rule of 
the Federation to defend any of its 
members accused of crime. Moyer de- 
‘clared that no man was defended un- 
less the Executive -Board © decided - his 
arrest had -some ‘connection with the 
Western Federation of Miners. 

“If a member of the Federation should 
kill aman on the streets of Boise you 
would not defend him unless you “felt 
the Federation was in some way in- 
volved in the affairs?” suggested Bo- 
rah. 

“That is my understanding. We would 
defend “any one whose act grew out 
of a strike or whose arrest we felt was 
due to his connection with the Western 


Federation of Miners.” 
“You don’t hold it out as an induce- 


ment to members that the federation 
will defend them for any crime com- 
mitted, do you?’ 

“No, sir.’’ 

Senator Borah next. inquired as to 
Pettibone’s relations to the “Western 
Federation of Miners. Pettibone was 
not an active member, but when his 
business permitted would attend the 
conventiops and would come to head- 
quarters, tie Was a good friend of the 
organization and ready to assist in any 
way he could. He has often bought 
furniture and other supplies for the 
organization and for its members.

About 8 p. m. two handsomely dressed 
women, one about 45 years old, the other 
probably 25, called at the. hotel and 
asked to be taken to Col. Landrum’s 
apartments. 

A bellboy accompanied them. As they 
reached the third floor, the women 
told the boy that they could find their 
way to the colonel's suite, 334, 335 and 
Te door to 334 was opened when they 
reached there and the women entered 
and sat down. Shortly afterward Col. 
Landrum joined them. 

It is not known to the police whether 
it was one of these women who was 
conversing with Col. Landrum when De- 
tective Bresnahan made his inquiries. 
About 12:30 a. m. Col. Landrum or- 
dered a cab and two women were seen 
to drive away in it from the Fourth 
street side of the builaing.

Landrum held a conference with Capt. 
James Lawler of Houston, Tex., 
George H. Burr, a St. Louis broker, for- 
mer City Register P. J. Fitzgibbon and 
others relative to the sale of the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel.

DOCTOR IN JAIL 


BEGS FOR ORUC 
“AS ABRACER” 


Dr. Joseph A. Krieger Has 
Used Morphine for 
| 18 Years. 








HAD BIG _ PRACTICE 





Arrested for Contempt of

fine professional reputation, who was 


committed to Jail for 10 days for con- 
camp Wednesday, became violent in his 


the City Hospital. When the Jail at- 
tendants went to the physician's cell to 
give him his breakfast, they found him 
lting upon a cot, trembling from head 
to foot, begging piteously for morphine. 

The Jail physician administered tem- 
porary treatment, but concluded that 
the man’s condition was such that he 
cculd not afford to take any chances 
with him. 

Dr. Krieger, who refused to obey an 
erder of court commanding him as ex- 
ecutor to turn over $85 worth of rare 
old diamonds belonging to the estate of 
Lis mother, Mrs. Franziska Krieger, who 
Gied in May, protested vigerously 
against being deprived of his drugs 
when he was taken to Jail. Several bot- 
tles of morphine and cocaine and a hy- 
podermic stringe were taken from hit 
by the jailer. 

Morphine Used 18 Years. 

Dr. Krieger told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had been a victim of the 
morphine habit for 18 years, and that it 
required about eight grains a day to 
keep him in condition for work. 

Dr. Krieger is a highly educated man, 
having graduated from three or four 
American medical colleges. He later 
took post-graduate courses in medical 
schools in Europe. Prior to becoming 
addicted to the drug habit he wWas 
successful in medicine. 

The deputy sheriffs who arrested Dr. 
Krieger Wednesday afternoon caused 
him to believe that he was being taken 
to the private office of Judge Holtcamp. 
When he found that instead of going to 
the Judge’s office he would have to 
serve 10 days in Jail for contempt of 
court, he protested vehemently. He did 
not want to be searched, and objected 
to taking a Jail bath. He said his law- 
yers advised him that it would not be 
necessary for him to go to court. 

Mrs. Krieger left an estate valued at 
$20,000, and under the will Dr. Krieger 
was made the principal beneficiary and 
executor without bond. Another brother 
contested the will on the ground that 
Dr. Krieger, being his mother’s phy- 
sician, had unduly influenced her mind. 


Refused to Give Up Jewels. 


Upon presentation of the matter to 
the court, Attorney S. F. G. Smith was 
appointed administrator ad litem. Dr. 
Krieger retained his mother’s diamonds, 
several brooches and rings, saying they 
had been given to him by his mother. 
The court decided that the jewels be- 
longed to the estate, and ordered Dr. 
Krieger to produce them in court at 3 
p. m. Wednesday, or furnish an appeal 
bond for $6000. Failing to do either, 
Judge Holtcamp ordered him to jail. 

Attorneys Trimmer and Evan A.

Their reputations were such that 
Judge Wilfley decided to make it im- 
possible for them to continue to prac- 
tice. He required them to pass a legal 
examination to determine tacir knowl- 
edge of the law, and only @wo of the 
eight passed; the remaining six were 
disbarred. These men were not re- 
jected so much on account of their 
lack of knowledge of the law as be- 
cause of their lack of integrity and 
morality and their questionable prac- 
tices before the consular courts. 

Notorious characters from Manila 
flocked to Shanghai, where gather the 
human dregs of the earth. One of the 
most notorious cases which came be- 
fore Judge Wilfley was that of Ralph J. 
McCord, formerly a member of the 
California volunteers and for some 
years. a salesman for the Pacific Ori- 
ental Trading Co. He was sentenced 
to a year’s imprisonment by Judge 
Wilfley for collecting tribute from the 
notorious Alhambra dance hall and road 
house. 

Sent Gambler to Jall. 


S. R. Price, formerly of Manila, 
where he conducted gambling houses 


and was known as ‘“Sure-Thing Price,” 
was sent to Jail for six months by 
Judge Wilfley for assaulting a hotel 
proprietor. Price holds a gambling con- 
cession at Shanghai. With a notorious 
woman named Anna Stewart, he entered 
the St. George Hotel and ordered some 
refreshments. The Chinese waiters de- 
clined to serve them. Then the woman 
sought Proprietor Jovansen and swore 
at him and threatened to shoot him. 
Price attacked Jovansen. 

Shanghai swarmed with questionable 
women, and all the disreputablé resorts 
were conducted by women from every 
nation on the globe, all, however, claim- 
ing to be Americans. fhey frequented 
Bubbling Well road, the fashionable 
drive at Shanghai. Se flagrant was 
their conduct that it pecame necessary 
to take heroic action. Judge Wilfley 
ordered wholesale arrests ef these 
women. 

Women Were Not Americans. 

When he questioned them regarding 
their nationality they invariably said 
they were Americans, but he conrpelled 
them to produce affidavits giving the 
date and place of their wrth. In almost 
every instance it was shown these 
women were not Americans. They were 
severely lectured for PB crap oo their 
nativity’ and fined $1000 each. After 
they paid their fines they were deported 
by the next outgoing steamer.

Its little 
hands were like bird claws, with every 
bone outlined beneath the skin. 

“Yes, they’re thin and weak, poor 
dears, but you ought to have seen 
them four months ago, before I be- 
gan feeding them the pure milk,”’ said 
Mrs. John Kruger, the mother. 

“This little one in my arms weighed 
three pounds then. Now she weighs 
7™%. This largest one weighed 7 pounds 
now she weighs 12 pounds.

a Deputy United States Marshal, was 
killed in the discharge of his duty in 
Indian Territory; three—Bob, Gratton 
and Emmett—were first adventurous rov- 
ers in the Southwest, and then, from 
1889, criminals, with a long list of crim- 
inal achievements. Of these the Coffey- 
ville raid was the last. 

The raid wes planned by Bob, the 
oldest of the three, then in hiding in 
the fastneases of Indian Territory, At 
a secret meeting he talked over the plan 
with Gratton and Emmett, the latter 
then a boy of 2% Two other men, 
former associates in successful train 
robberies, were induged to join, and 
early in October, 1892, these five, heav- 
ily armed, rode into Coffeyville in broad 
daylight and set calmly about robbing 
the town’s two banks, 

The robbery was carried out.without 
a hitch, but so deliberately that a<core 
of citizens had time to arm and gather 
for battle. For almost half an hour 
the fight raged, the outlaws, bearing 
their plunder, striving to cover a re- 
treat to a nearby alley where their | 
horses had been tied. 


Emmett Sole Survivor. 

Four of the townsmen were killed and 
many were wounded. Of the five out- 
laws, four were shot down and died 
within a few minutes. Bmmett Dalton 
alone, his right arm shattered by a 
bullet, was able to reach and mount 
his horse, carrying with him ma/ 
thousands of dollars from the vault of 
one of the banks.

Local wheat was depressed steadily 
Thursday and at the close prices were 
at the day’s low point and 2c to 246 low- 
er for the day,

Trading In the local market was rath- 
er light, and prices were weak. There 
were occasional rallies, but the ten- 
dency was steadily downward and the 
demand poor. Offerings were large, and 
it was difficult to sell wheat. 

There were good rains 
most of the winter wheat regions, 
though the precipitation was rather 
light im Kansas, where harvesting is 
going on. The weather is clear and fine 
in the Northwest, and although the 
spring wheat crop has been greatly ben- 
efited by the recent rains, there were 
persistent reports of green bug dam- 
age and diseased plant from the North- 
west. Cables were not considered re- 
sponsive to the tone of our Govern- 
ment report and this, with the improve- 
ment in the weather and crop condi- 
tions caused some heavy selling at the 
start, prices suffering a sharp dec line. 
The movement to the Western markets, 
including St. Louis, continues very 
light, and shipments are rather back- 
ward. 

Sept. wheat opened at a range of from 
UGwc to %@l1c at 92%c to 92c, advanced 
to 9254@92%c, declined to 915%c, advanced 
to 92c, declined to 91\%c, and recovered to 
-*#c. Dec. wheat opened \%c lower at 
fo%c, went as fow as 95\c, advanced 
to %9%%c, and declined to 9%c. There 
has apparently been a reversal of opin- 
ion among the traders in regard to the 
Government report, there being consid- 
erable selling on this feature this morn- 
ing. Although the receipts are still run- 
ning light, country acceptances of re- 
ceivers’ bids were more general than 
ever, and the fear that new wheat will 
be pressing the markets in a good quan- 
tity caused depression, especially in 
Chicago. i 

It is usual for-the new wheat to 
come in in good volume at this time 
of the year, but the very large stocks 
at Chicago are expected to cause more 
than usual depression this year. The 
movement to the Northwestern markets 
showed somewhat of a let-up,; but the 
cash demand at Minneapolis and most 
other markets was slow, and Northwest- 
ern stocks are still on the increase. The 
late trading was quiet and featureless, 
with prices moving slowly within a 
small fraction of the low point. 
pressure continued until the end, 
the close was practically at the 
point, and 2c to 2%4c tower for the day. 
Sept. wheat was offered down steadily 
to 9%@90%c, and closed at 9%c sell- 
ers. wheat declined steadily to 
and closed with offerings at 94%c.

It is evident the cruise will be one 
of the hardest that has been under- 

| taken by an American..command since 
the battleship Oregon made its record- 
breaking trip from San Francisco to 
Key West. For this reason the Navy 
Department is amxious that only such 
officers be attached to the ships as can 
stand the work and are young enough 
to derive benefit and to use the expert- 
ence for the advantage of the country. 
Some to Serve as Scouts. 

In spite of the fact that the armored 
cruisers will not accompany the battle- 
ships to the Pacific, preceding it under 
the plans now adopted, a number of 
inferior vessels will be attached to the 
fieet. There will be some cruisers which 
will serve as scouts, a number of auxil- 
jaries, including colliers and supply 
ships, and perhaps a flotilla of torpedo 
boat destroyers. 

Owing to the plans that have been 
mapped out for the fleet the trip around 
Cape Horn will not be a record-breaking 
one so far as speed is concerned. As 
there ig no urgent need for these vessels 
on the Pacific Coast, Rear Admiral 
Evans will take plenty of time and when 
he reaches San Francisco he is ex- 
pected to have his fleet in first-class 
condition in every respect, and the men 
will have made their records for gun- 
rery. 

One of the difficult problems of the 
voyage is the coal supply. But this is 
being solved, and before the ships sail 
ample arrangements will have been 
made. Several commercial concerns 
have offered the bureau of equipment to 
lease the Government colliers enough to 
furnish all the coal needed. It will not 
be necessary to accept all of these of- 
fers. It has been planned to have the 
battleships start with their bunkers 
filled with coal. All the colliers that can 
be spared will be sent around with the 
fleet. 

Coal Contracts at All Ports. 


Some months ago the Navy Depart- 
ment made contracts for coal at all the 
ports where the vessels will stop. Coal 
has been engaged at advantageous 
prices. The contracts provide that all 
American warships which stop at the 
ports en route for the Pacific shall be 
supplied with coal at a fixed price. If 
the price increases the contractors can- 
not charge a higher rate, but if there is 
o decrease in the price the Government 
will get the advantage of it.
